No. 86-ITC{PN)/62.—It has been decided that applications from Actual users 
borne on the books of the Development Wing and Government Departments, 
Public Sector Coiporations for licences for import of goods from rupee countries 
in pursuance of the Trade Agreements made with them may, at their option, be 
submitted direct to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Udyog Bhavan, 
Maulana Azad Road, New Delhi-11. These applications will be examined by the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, for issue of licences from 
rupee area countries on merits and taking into account the availability of particu¬ 
lar goods applied for under the rupee payments agreements. The appUcatlons 
should be complete in all respects and necessary essentiality certificates from the 
sponsoring authorities should be furnished. Applications from the Arms on the 
books of the Development Wing should be submitted through the Development 
Wing, while applications from Public Sector Corporations and Government 
Departments should indicate that necessary approval of the Ministry of Finance 
in respect of sanction for release of foreign exchange has been obtained.
